This Hezekiah, whose name signifies 
“the strength of Jehovah,” 
the best kings that reigned over the 
kingdom of Judah. In the sixth year 
of his reign the king ef Assyria car- 
ried the ten tribes into captivity, as 
We shall learn more fully in next 
week’s lesson (II Kings xix, 10-12). 
The king of Assyria threatened to do 
to Judah as he had done to Israel and 
wrote a blasphemous letter which 
Hezekiah spread before the Lord, and 
he and the prophet Isaiah prayed and 
cried to heaven, and the Lord sent an 
angel who smote in one night 185,000 
of the Assyrian army (II Kings xix, 
35; If Chron, xxxii 19-21), 

Ahaz, the father of Hezekiah, had 
done very wickedly. He worshipped 
other gods, cut in pieces the vessels of 
the house of God, shut up the doors of 
the house of the Lord and made him 
altars in every corner of Jerusalem 
and in the cities of Judah.

THE MAY QUEEN. 


Towns Which Still Hold Revel fn’ the 
Merry Month. 

People are beginning to understand 
that many of our ancient customs and 
festivals possessed virtues which were 
denied to taem 4 few yeurs agu, woen 
things of no apparent practical utility 
were regarded as useless. And 50 
tnere has been a revival in Enigland 
of the old custom of crowning the May 
Queen. if 

One of the most famous of these 
May Day festivals is that which takes 
place at Knutsford in Cheshire. The 
rst bivW-tu wiauy of Our customs of 
making merry occurred during the 
stern days of°Puritanisnf, wnen most 
of them were suppressed, and Knuts- 
ford’s May celeorations suttered with 
the rest, 

However, more tolerant days saw 
the revival of the Cheshire fegtival, 
Aid ivf iurty years it-us oevl cele- 
brated in an elaborate manner, ‘Ine 
houses are gaily decorateu, and thou- 
sands of peuple irom Cheshire and 
Lancashire pour into the town to see 
the procession. 

This 18 timed to start at two o’clock, 
and forms up outside the Town Hall. 
In front go jacks-in-the-green, morris- 
dancers, jesters, Kobin mood and his 
men, monks, and otner old-time char- 
acters, the Queen herself having tne 
place of honor towards the rear. 

She is immediately preceded by her 
courtiers and oficials, among whom 
are the royal falconer, the beefeuters, 
and tne standarad-bearers. Attendants 
carry the crown, sceptre, and sword, 
while maids-of-honor surround tne 
Queen herself. 

The procession makes for the heath, 
round which it parades once; and 
then the Queen is escorted to her 
throne, so that she may preside over 
the revels that follow. Tnese include 
a Maypole dance, and morris-dances, 


which are immensely enjoyéd by the | 


children taking part in them. Then 


comes the great event—the crowning 


of the Queen. 

Another place which celebrates May 
Day by crowning its Queen is Flore, 
near Weedon, in Nortnamptonshire. 
Flore rejoices in democrat:c institu- 
tions, and chooses its monarch by 
vote. The village girls elect one of 
their number un account of her. pleas- 
ing manners, good conduct, and kind- 
ness to the younger children, 

Among other piaces which usually 
elect and crown a May Queen is 
Llandudno, 
one day only is usualy Cousen from

Conway, and the district generally, 


the revels being carried out in a right 
royal manner. 

Not many years ago the Duchess of 
Westminster crowned the May Queen. 
After a procession round the ancient 
town of Denbigh, the company made

Twice Refused Knighthood. 
A remarkable man in many re- 
| epects was Mr. Passmore Edwards, 
who has just died. He was born of 
oor Cornish parents, and had what 
e called ‘a rough time” in his early 
days. He came to London and com- 
menced writing articles for news- 
| papers and periodicals. He then 
started a magazine, renting a room 
in Paternoster Row at 4s. a week, 
where he acted as editor, publisher, 
| the advertisement canvasser during 


the day and slept on a mattress 
spread on the little counter at night. 
And this was the man who was ulti- 
mately offered a knighthood by both 
Queen Victoria and King Edward, 
which was declined, and who founded 
seventy public institutions, twenty- 
five libraries, and gave 80,000 volumes 
to public reading-rooms. 

Of the money he acquired through 
journalistic and other enterprises he 
once said, “It is mine. It is yours. 
It is ours. I am only the steward 
having the command of a few sove- 
reigns, and in going through the 
world I endeavor to utilize those 
sovereigns to the best of my ability 
so as to get the maximum value out 
of them.” Such was the conviction 
on which Mr. Edwards founded his 

hilanthropy, and, quite apart from 
his generosity, the world is much 

oorer for the loss of a man who has 
Resp rightly described as “one o 
England's noblest sons.”

The Great Lakes. 
Ottawa,.—Canada’s_ initial census

ei and analysis of the population, ; 


gures of the extensive information 
asked for in regard to trade, industry, 
etc., will keep the census bureau 
busy for that length of time. The 
total population will not be definitely 
known until October, though an ap- 
proximate figure may be given a 
month or so earlier. 

The returns will begin to come in 
from the cities in about a fortnight’s 
time, but the enumerutors have three! 
weeks’ time allowed to collect their 
work and the commissioners are al- 
lowed another month in which to for- 
ward return to Ottawa. The work of 
tabulation arid compilation will be 
done at the census bureau here, by 
specially divided tabulating and com- 
piling machines, similar to those used 
in Washington for the census of last 


ear, 

7 Charles W. Spicer, an official of the 
American census bureau who has been 
temporarily borrowed by the Cana- 
dian bureau, is now in Toronto sup- 
erintending the manufacture of a 
number of machines to be used in 
tabulating the schedules turned in by 
the enumerators. Reports from cen- 
sus bureau officials who have been re- 
viewing reports as to the prospective 
work required for the commissioners 
in the various parts of the Dominion, 
indicated that the population in many 
districts is considerably larger than 
was estimated. The final figures will 
probably show a population increase 
of about 50 per cent. during the de- 
cade, West of the Great Lakes it is 
estimated there are now about a mil- 
lion and a half more people than 
there were in 1901. Eastern Canada 
should show an increase of a little 
over a million and a quarter.

WILL GO AHEAD WITH WORK 


Surveys for the Location Will Start 
from Calgary Within Six 
Weeks 
Calgary.—Within six weeks a gen- 
eral survey for the location of the Al- 
berta Electric Railroad from Calgary 
to Banff, Medicine Hat, Lethbridge 
and Macleod, will be commenced ac- 
cording to the local manager George 
E. Wood, who emphatically denied 
the current rumor that the C.P.R. 
had made overtures with a view to 

gaining possession of the road. 

The report was that the C. P. R. had 
got control of the charter, recently 
granted by the government, fearing 
serious opposition in transportation in 
the southern country, which the elec- 
tric road covers thoroughly. 

“We intend going straight ahead 
with the survey and construction of 
our lines as soon as we can,” said Mr. 
Wood, who also made known that in- 
stead of employing power generated 
by ‘water or gas, the road would be 
up-to-date in that it will be furnished 
with gasoline engines. 

There are only four roads on the 
American continent operated by this 
means, and Mr. Wood says that a 
careful investigation has led the di- 
rectors of the Alberta Electric to be- 
lieve that this means of locomotion is 
far ahead of steam. 

“The gasoline trains are made just 
like the ordinary trains with sleeping 
cars and dining cars,” said Mr. Wood,

Opinion Endorsed that the Dominions 
Should be Consulted Upon Aill 
Questions Wherein They Were Ef- 
fected—Conference” Approved the 
Declaration of London, and Passed 
a Resolution Favoring It. 


London.—The Imperial conference 
discussed the Declaration of London 
when Premier Botha favored the rati- 
fication as did Premier Morris of New- 
foundland. 

Sir Edward Grey said that generally 
the Dominions should be consulted. 
The determination that this would be 
done would be one of the most import- 
ant results of the conference, 

Premier Fisher withheld his resolu- 
tion substituting another that the Do- 
minions should be consulted when the 
government framed up _ instructions 
to British negotiators at The Hague 
conference upon questions affecting 
the Dominions. Similar procedure 
would be taken in other international 
agreements where possible.

POLL OF U.S. NEWSPAPERS GIVES 
MAJORITY FOR RECIPROCITY 


The Chicago Tribune Obtains the 
| Opinion of Newspapers in Twenty- 
Two States on the Question of 
Approving the Reciprocity .Agree- 
ment Negotiated by President 
Taft. 


Chicago, 111.—The Tribune publishes 
the results of a poll of newspapers in 
twenty-two states of the central, west- 
ern and southwestern, northwestern 
and Pacifie divisions on the question 
of approving of the reciprocity agree. 
pea ates with Canada by President 
Tait. 

To more than 10,000 newspapers, re- 
presenting every shade of political 
opinion, the Tribune submitted this 
question: 

‘Are you in favor of the approval 
by congress of the reciprocity agree- 


ment with Canada, negotiated by 
President Taft?” 
The replies numbered 4,408, of 


which 4,250 were definite, 
qualified expressions of opinion. Of 
these 3,113 were in favor of the agree- 
ment and 1,127 against it, nearly a 
three to one vote for the policy advo- 
cated by President Taft. 

The conclusion is plain, if not ir- 
resistible, that the country, at least 
the part of it included within the 
twenty-two states thus polled, wel- 
comes the removal of the tariff be- 
tween the United States and the Do- 
minion, 

The newspapers, daily and weekly, 
which give the verdict, are represen- 
tatives of public opinion. They are 
safe guides to the sentiments of the 
localities in which they circulate. 
The weekly papers outnumber the 
daily in the proportion of eight to 
one, and it may be assumed - safely 
that the poll is an expression of agri- 
cultural as well as urban sentiment, 

In only one state was a majority 
against the agreement, that is North 
Dakota, where the vote was 66 for and 
122 against the proposition, The ex- 
planation was that North Dakota far- 
mers fear the importation of agricul- 
tural products from across the border 
und the consequent effect on price of 
farm produce, 

In Minnesota, of the editors who de. 
clared their political affiliation, 124 
were Republicans and 18 Democrats; 
in South Dakota 85 were Republican 
and 15 Democrats. Taking other 
states at random the poll includes 
113 Illinois Republicans to 80 Demo- 
crats; others not giving their politics, 
79 Indiana Republicans to 21 Demo- 
crats; 7 Kansas Republicans to 33 
Demorats; 84 Ohio Republicans to 61 
Democrats.
